Earlier this month the BOJ 
had found four members of the 
fraternity guilty of committing 
“destructive action” on the Da- 
vis campus. The BOJ  subse- 
quentiy convicted the fraternity 
of violating the pact on the bas- 
is that “The action of these four 
members reflects upon the fra- 
ternity as a whole.”

A deputy sheriff took them into custody while they were seated 


at the lunch counter. 


Also arrested was a Negro integration leader, the Rev. Wyatt 
T. Walker, executive director of the Southern Christian Leadership 


Conference in Atlanta. 


All eight were charged with a breach of the peace. 





NEW YORK (AP)—A Negro leader urged Negroes Thursday to 
defy segregation in Southern airline and railroad terminals as well 
as bus stations. James Farmer, national director of the Congress of 
Racial Equality, issued the cali in a memorandum sent out from 
CORE's headquarters here to 750 adult and student leaders of the 
organization.

State College sociology department and Pro- 


Wilson Record, by Sheriff John 
Misterly overlook a point we believe to be 
basic and pertinent: An tdea or belief cannot 
be effectively dealt with by suppression, cen- 
sorship or sticking one’s head in the sand 
and pretending the issue does not exist. 

It is only through the presentation of a 
given idea, its analysis and evaluation that 
it will either die or survive. The idea should 
be judged and accepted or rejected on its 
own merits. 

In a free society, where the exchange of 
ideas is held to be healthy, there is little 
need for policing of ideas by any national or

local agency. We are concerned that Sheriff 
Misterly would consider it within his juris- 
diction to publicly chastize the sociology de- 
partment for its choice of guest lecturers.

These depart- 
ments invariably are: religion, philosophy, 
nsvchology, English (literature), biology, 
history, government, journalism, speech and 
drama. A ‘student’ trained in his duties as 
a Burns Operative, can enroll in the usual 
manner, obtain his class schedule, attend 
class and send daily, confidential reports to 
the Agency. These reports are analyzed and 
all reports are then sent to the client. After 
the necessary body of fact and information 
is developed, corrective steps can be made 
quickly, quietly and efficiently.

By-Laws ee 
Editor, The State Hornet: 

As members of the group that 
opposed the ratification of the 
new by-laws in last Thursday's 
election, we would like to clarify 
our position. We discovered that 
we were to vote on a new set of 
by-laws from Tuesday's paper 
To our dismay, only the new 
by-laws were printed in the 
paper. There was no explanation 
or enumeration of the specific 
changes that were to be made 
from the old constitution. After 
a lengthy search we procured a 
copy of the present by-laws and 
began comparing them with the 
proposed revisions. Ultimately 
we disapproved of the revisions 
for the following reasons 

First, the president would 
have veto power. As an amplifi- 
cation of our objection to this 
provision, during the recent 
platform speeches, Wardell Con- 
nerly stated concerning his con- 
trol over the newspaper, “It 
really wouldn't be censorship, 
it is just that if things are not 
going right, I could remove the 
editor.” This is entirely too 
much power for an unopposed 
president. 

No Judicial Appeal 

Second, the new by-laws in- 
cluded no provision for judicial 
appeal, giving the court no 
check with which to establish a 
balance, Third, freshmen would 
be excluded from running for 
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office, which would mean that 
officers would be only upper 
division students. Fourth, limit- 
ed students who pay for a stu 
dent body card would not have 
the right to vote. 


For these reasons, we initiat- 
ed the campaign against the pro- 
posed revisions. This does not 
mean that all the points in the 
proposed revisions were objec- 
tionable in our eyes, nor does 
it mean that we feel that the 
present by-laws are adequate. 

Work Lead 

We fvel that some of the work 
load should be taken from the 
president and that a discrimina- 
tory clause such as was in the 
proposed by-laws would be very 
worth while. We also feel that 
publicity should be given to 
both sides of the question the 
next time it is set before the 
student body for consideration.
